MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Ferdinand DURCAESKT 


1. On 20 March 1959 I called on Mr. Sccmarlatte, Head of the 
Czech Desk, State Department, to ascertain how Mr . JDRCAHSKX had 
managed to gn.in admission Into the U.S . on an Iasai gration Visa 

in spite of his somewhat cluttered background. 

2. ScBBserlatte informed as that DURCAE3HX' c visa and his 
e&dtttnce Into the U.S. had been the subject of considerable 
correspondence and discussion between his office, the Consulate 
General In Munich, and the Office of Consular Affairs in the 
Department of State, Hie attitude of the Czech Desk was, nod 
still is, that Mr. DURCAESET'e entry into the U.S. is not In the 
public interest. It was the opinion of the Visa Office and of 
the Consulate General that in jj spite of Subject* s history of 
association vlth the Basis early in the war, his affiliation with 
the Slovak Separatist movement, charges of smuggling narcotics, 
etc*, etc., there vae nothing substantial upon which to base a 
visa refusal.
